On the other hand, however, the 
torpedo range is short, and therefore 
it becomes necessary for the attacking 
vessel to get very neur, relatively 
speaking, to her get before the 
torpedo can be effectively used.

or, in other words, of the quickness 
with which the captain of one or the 
other ships will see the opportunity 
and grasp it. In such cases the 
torpedo is rather an auxiliary to the 
gun-fire, and does not come into play 
until a late stage in the action. 

With the torpedo-boat considered, 
however, the conditions ave again 
different.

Not many years ago the possibility 
of shipping eggs from Australia with 
any likelihood of their reaching Eng- 
land except in a decomposed condition 
would have been ridiculed ay utterly 
unworthy of consideration.

but the eggs arrive in such first class 
condition that they pass as new laid. 
This bas been rendered possible by tho 
universal employment of refrigerating 
apparatus on shipboard. The eggs, while 
still perfectly fresh, are forwarded by 
the Australian poultry keepers to 
cold store and are shipped to En 
at the time when oggs are scarce and 
consequently at their dearest. Many 
thousands of dozens, pags»! in boxes 
with cardboard divisions, filed up with 
dry pea husks, are now forwarded to 
this country from November to Jan- 
uary. Ina recent consignment the local 
price of the eggsat the time of shipping 
was Ot¢d. per dozen, the freight and 
packing cost about 3d. per dozen, and

Interesting Germ Study. 

Some remarkable observations on the 
fongeyity of germs in dust have been 
made by Dr. Miquel, a French biologist. 
{a 1881 some earth was taken from a 
depth of ten inches and was found to 
contain 6,500,000 microbes per gram. 
It was then dried for two days in a tem- 
perature of 30 degrees centigrade, when 
it was found that the number had de- 
creased to about 4,000,000 per gram. 
The dust was then hermotically sealed 
and put away in a dark corner of the 
laboratory. On opening the tubes after 
a lapse of 16 years it was found that the 
dirt still contained 8,500,000 microbes 
per gram.

Men cannot be bend- 
ing over sword blades that are boing rub- 
bed away in brilliant trails of sparks all 
day long year after year without getting 
accumulations of steel dust into the lungs, 
and if the truth could be known it might 
bo found that the making of the weapons 
for European armies and navies is almost 
as deadly as the use of them. It is said, 
however, to be partly the men’s own fault.

A good deal of the mischief might be ob- 
viated by the use of magnetized respira- 
tors, but they won't wear them or goggles 
for the eyes, either. 

All the work here is done by the piece, 
and tho men are of opinion that these pro- 
tectors seriously interfere with their earn- 
ings, so that, like a good many more of us 
in different ways they kill themselves in 
order that they may live. Probably by the 
time that we have learned to do without 
bayonets, we shall also have learned.to be 
content to give a man a fair living for the 
Dest he can honestly do without choking 
himself with steel dust. 

If one takes in hand one of these modern 
sword bayonets which bave superseded the 
old three cornered skewers, be will see 
that it isa flat blade each side of which 
has a central ridge between two hollows. 
‘These hollows are ground out of the solid 
stee] by a millstone ribbed all round spe- 
cially for the purpose, these ribs or ridges 
in the surface of the stone corresponding 
to the hollows in the blade. When the 
grinding has been carried up to a certain 
point, the weapon or the pieco of steel in 
process of becoming the weapon is carried 
to another department to undergo some 
change in its composition. ‘Thus far it 
has been a piece of ordinary cust steel. 
Now that the thing has been rolled and 
stamped and ground into its general form 
it has to be hardened. For this purpose it 
is put into a sort of baker’s oven—an 
oven, that is to say, that is divided by a 
fire brick wall into two parts—one for the 
fire and the other for the reception of the 
steel to be heated. 

‘The weapons lie in here and get redhot 
and then are plunged intoa bath of oi) 
which has a stream of cold water running 
round it to keep down the temperature. 
This hardens the stcel, but leaves it brittle. 
It would snap off if any attempt were 
made to bend it. It has, therefore, to be 
tempered by plunging it into molten lead. 
This gives it the necessary elasticity and 
flexibility, and it comes out of its leaden 
bath a lovely blue color, a real sword blade, 
but only a blade and somewhat rough, too, 
and without any edge. It goes back to the 
grinding room now for tho finishing touch, 
to get something approximating to a cut- 
ting edge, not suflicient for purposes of 
war, but such as may be safely intrusted 
to soldiers in piping times of peace, 

When the grinding is finished, it only re- 
mains to polish the blades and to mount 
them with “‘crosspjeces’’ and ‘tpommels,”’ 
“grips’’ and ‘springs,’ that will convert 
the mero blade into a veritable sword bay- 
onet and permit of its being attached to 
the rifle. he polishing looks as though 
it must be more detrimental to the health 
of the workman than the grinding, be 
cause it is alldry work, whereas the grind- 
stones are run in a trough of water. ‘The 
polishing is dope by means of small wood- 
6n wheels, covered with bands of leather 
with an emery surface, and every wheel 
throws off a trail of sparks that gives the 
vast floor on which the work is carried on 
on almost uncanny appearance. ‘There is 
® great amount of dust given off, too, but 
tho greater part of it is sucked away from 


the workmen's wheel by a powerful re- 
yolying fan operating through an air 
channel, ronning along beneath the 


benches, so that the mischief is probably 
reduced toa minimum, It is a most in- 
teresting place for a leisurely stroll, full of 
queer machinery and curious processes 
and suggestive illustrations of the power 
of the organization of industry.

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HOW TO STEER A DOG SLEv. 
It Should Be Navigated Like an Ordinary 
Plow, Says o Traveler. 


Those who are going to Alaska would 
do well to profit by the experience of men 
who have been there. ‘Lhe weather there 
for a greater portion of tho year is so se- 
vere that the acquisition of knowledge. by 
experience is likely to prove extremely 
hazardous. A man who has spent several 
winters in Alaska offers the following sug- 
gestions as to the best means of handling 
a sled: ‘ 

Travelers in Alaska are finding that 
about the best way to manage asled on a 
bad trail is to rig handles to it and to fol- 
low it as afariner does a plow. Gotng 
down a hill itcan be held back by the 
bandles, and on sidling places it is about 
the only way that it can be kept under ab- 
solute control. If the sled {is to be pulled 
by dogs, handles are almost indispensable. 
If two men furnish the power, it is well 
for one of them to pull* and the other to 
push, unless they happen to be brothers. 
In,this latter case it prevents trouble in 
Alaska, as elsewheru, to hitch both abreast 
and to put no stay chains on the double- 
tree. 

‘The framework which supports the han- 
dies by being laced to the side of the sled 
with strings of rawhide forms a basket, 
which makes it easier to secure the load, 
A rope is looped along the edge of the sled 
all the way around and made stationary. 
Through these loops from side to side the 
lash rope 1s passed, and thus the load is 
quickly secured. ; 

The problem of pitching the tent at 
stops and lighting a firo is a serious one. 
When the thermometer registers 20 or 40 
degrees below zero, « man hardly dares to 
remoye his mitt to start a fire, and then 
during the winter, which is the longest 
part of the year in Alaska, it is yery often 
difficult to find dry wood. The best thing 
I have found to get a quick blaze is to 
carry balls of cloth saturated in coal oil. 
Place one of these in the stove, light it, 
and it will ignite almost any kind of wood. 
The wind proof matches which I have seen 
in the stores of San Francisco should form 
® part of overy Klondiker’s outilt.—San 
Francisco Ezaminer,

If they learn nothing else 
abont America little Miss and Master 
Bull learn to divide the word properly in- 
to its syllables thus: A-me-ri-ca; not os 
the American ear and throat are trained 
to hear and Yoico it, ‘‘A-mer-ri-ca.”’” The 
English also learn to say ‘‘Puris’’ with a 
little roll tothe r; not a Gallic roll, but 
the r is spoken with the thp of the tongue 
near the teeth instead of boing fattened 
against the roof of the mouth, while thei 
is not transformed into a u, but takes the 
short e sound, which is its real value. 

It is not long since Americans, well bred 
and otherwise, spoke of ‘Kye-talians.'’ 
The better part of them have outgrown 
that barbarism, and perbaps some day the 
American ear will recognize the barbarity 
of ‘“‘Amurriks.”’—New York Mail and 
Express.

A correspondent of the Cleveland Plain 
Dealer wrote to that newspaper requesting 
information concerning the seven original 
jokes upon which all modern humor is 
said to be founded.

You remember 
that exquisite bit of humor of the conse- 
quential fy on Jove's chariot whoel—and 
there you have the original cyole joke.

Favorable to the Provinces. - 


The Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council has decided as follows in the 
difficulty as to the ownership of rivers 
and lakes in Canada: (1) That the beds 
of the rivers and lakes are the propert: 
of the provinces; (2) that the public 
harbors ave vested in the Dominion, 
but in respect of harbors generally it 
is dependent on facts whether or not 
the harbors become Dominion property; 
(3)fishing regulations seem to be divided 
between the provinces and the Domin- 
ion. The Dominion has power to make 
vegulations regarding open and close 
seasons, the size of meshes in nets, ete., 
but the ownership of the fishing privil- 
eges vests in the provinces. The Do- 
minion has the power to issue licenses 
to parties acquiring fishing rights from 
the provinces but cannot grant mo- 
nopolies ; (4) the right of the Dominion 
to prevent or permit the erection of 
works in navigable waters isconfirmed.

CANNED STRAWBERRIES.-Into a 
preserving kettle put enough straw- 
berries to fill two quart cans. Heat 
fn the oven or over n slow fire until 
the juice starts; then gradually in- 
crease the heat and let simmer 15 or 
20 minutes. Add two teacupfuls of 
granulated sugar and simmer 15 or 20 
lf kept in paper bags, 
the fruit will not lose color, and is de- 
licious. 

CANNED CoLp.—To exch pound of 
fruit allow a pound of sugar; dissolve 
the sugar in the least possible quantity 
of water, put in berries and let boil up 
once thoroughly. or until well heated 
through, put fruit and syrup in.deep 
earthen pie-plates and let, stand in the 
sun covered with mosquito netting 2+ 
hours; then can, Lhese are very nice.

THE SPRUCE GALL-LOUSE, 
PREPARED FOR THE BUREAU OF 

FOR tY BY WM, BRODIE, TORONTO. 

In the spring of (1897 many spruce 
trees in and around Toronto were 
found to be more or less injured by a 
pseudo-gall insect. The galls were 
enlarged and deformed buds of the 
previous year, usually towards the 
tips of the twigs, Investigation show- 
ed that these galls were formed by a 
small insect popularly called the spruce 
gall-louse. A short account of this 
destructive pest, as chen known in 
Ontario, appeared in the annual report 
of the Clerk of Forestry for the 
Province of Ontario for 1897, Since 
then it has spread with astonishing 
rapidity and has been detected ac 
many points, from Peterborough to 
the county of Bruce, where it was 
lately detected by Dr. Hunter on 
native spruce trees in a swamp in the 
township of Oulross. It has also been 
found on native spruces in Muskoka, 
near Utterson station. Sofarit would 
appear that unless this insect is check- 
ek by some artificial means it will 
soon destroy our ornamental spruce 
trees and hedgesand, extending north- 
wards, do immense injury to ourspruce 
forests. 

The trees already attacked by this 
spruce gall-lousein Ontario are the 
Buropean spruce, the double spruce ov’ 
black spruce, and white spruce, and 
the balsam fir, and it may also be 
sound on the hemlock, This insect is 
native to Northern Europe and was 
introduced into the United States on 
imported spruce trees and thence into 
Ontaxio, or it may havebeen introduc- 
ed here direct from Europe, as for 
many years there has been an annual 
importation of young European spruce 
trees into Ontario. 

At Toronto the full grown insects— 
the producers—emerge from the galls, 
the scales of which open to give them 
exit, vbout August Ist. On emerging 
they are slightly imperfect, but in one 
day ample wings ave developed which 
enable them to fly long distances. 
After distribution the female settles 
ona spruce leaf and lays—under her- 
self—about thirty-five eggs and then 
dies, resting on the eggs. In about a 
week the young six-footed larvae are 
hatched, They crawl about and find 
immature buds into whichthey burrow 
and of course remain quiescent during 
the winter. But in the following 
spring their presence in the bud causes 
it to develop into a ‘‘gall” instead of a 
normal twig. The lice in the galls 
give birth to other living lice so that 
about thirty individuals are found 
under each seale of the gall.o The gulls 
ave usually irvegularly spherical and 
often more than a half inch in 
diameter, When growing they are of 
yellowish green color, but during the 
winter they assume a reddish brown 
tint, which they retain until the end 
of May, when they usually fall from 
the tree. This the usual form of 
this gall but there is another form, not 
a gall,in which the injury is done in 
the leaf axils. As these insects in the 
feeding stage ave within the gall, and 
the gallis perfectly water tight, so 
that no fluid can penetrate, poisoning 
is out of the question, and asin the 
Inigrating larvel stage, they do not 
eat, poison is equally useless. Of 
course in this larval stage soap emul- 
sions might be ofsome use, if applied 
abundantly at the proper time. But 
Without any doubt the cheapest and 
best plan as yet tried in Ontario is to 
clip off the galls as soon as they ave 
noticed—say in June—and always 
before the first of August, while the 
producers are in the gulls, and 
immediately burn them up. When a 
tree is too much infested to be dealt 
with in this way it should be cut down 
and burnt at once. Of course there is 
no use in doing this afterthe producers 
are out of the galls. Sey 1 cases are 
known where this plan was carried out 
with very satisfactory results, and it is 
respectfully vecommended that all 
those having spruce treesin charge 
should carefully see to the clearing of 
their trees and the extermination of 
this formidable insect pest. As some 
of our nurseries are affected, buyers of 
evergreen nurs should be 
very careful to the young 
trees perfectly from this

Tho spars, rigging and boats are se- 
cured. Everything movable that will not 
be needed during the engagement is firinly 
lashed into place, where it will not inter- 
fere with the work. ‘Che topmen, who are 
in charge of the little platform high up on 
the mainmast, haul up arms and ammu- 
nition and make everything ready in their 
lofty quarters, even to filling the fire 
buckets with which to put out a blaze

‘The tor- 
pedo division gots out its apphratus for 
sonding torpedoes and spreads the inter- 
cepting nets over the ship’s sides, where 
they can be quickly lowered if need be. 

When the ship is cleared, the call to 
quarters is given and the inen take their 
places in divisions. The gun squads stand 
to their guns and make them ready for 
use. ‘The hatches, except those that will 
be used, are covered with gratings and tar- 
paulins, the carpenter collects his men and 
with the armorer stands ready to repafr 
any damage that may be done by the ene- 
my’s fire or the recoil of the ship’s can- 
non. A man with a lead line is placed at 
the well and during the fight will make 
frequent soundings to discoyer if the ves- 
sel is injured below the water line. ‘The 
hose squad is placed in charge of the fire 
apparatus, ready for instant service. 

Down in the sick bay the head surgeon, 
or ‘bull doctor,’”’ has been directing the 
laying out of cots, instruments and band- 
ages. One hatchway as near amidships as 
possible is always left open for the passing 
down of wounded men. 

When everything is ready, the officers 
moye to their stations. If the ship is a 
monitor the battle hatches are closed, and 
the men at last hear the final command 
for which they have been impatiently 
waiting—‘‘Action!”’ 

At that command the doors of the mag- 
azines are opened and the men who form 
the different chains of scuttles begin to 
pass the cartridge cases up to the deck. 
‘The delivery of ammunition is in charge 
of the gunner. In modorn nayal outfits 
the gunner is not, as many landlubbers 
suppose, the man who fires the cannon. 
He is a warrant officer, and his position is 
a most responsible one in tiine of action, 
for he must see to the prompt and steady 
delivery of cartridges, shells and projec- 
tiles to all the guns. Whe chief gunner 
takes his position on the berth, where he 
can note the progress of the work. His 
chief assistant is bolow inthe main maga- 
zine, superintending the handing out ot 
powder, and a quarter gunner isin charge 
of each of the othor magazines and of the 
delivery on deck. 

The charges are passed up from the 
magazines in wooden cases, which are 
painted black, with the size of caliber and 
charge painted in large white letters on 
the sido, hoy are passed out of the mag- 
azine toa man who sends thom up to the 
lower deck. ‘Then they are passed through 
a slit in the magazine screen—a heavy 
canyas curtain which is intended to pre- 
yent the possibility of sparks reaching to 
the powder stores. From this soreen car- 
riers tako the boxes to the nearest powdor 
scuttle, where they ore passed up to the 
gun deck and thence to the cannon them- 
selves. 

A crew of 16 men is required to man 
each of the big guns, such as the 12 inch 
and 18 inch cannon of the lowa and In- 
diana. They are divided into loaders, 
spongors, shell men, bandspike men, side 
tacklo men, in tackle men and port tackle 
mon and are under the direction of a first 
and second gun captain, There are also 4 
powder man, who délivers the charge to 
the gun, a fireman and a wreck clourer. 

In firing ata ship the target is always 
the water line. Though the computing 
instruments now used are of great value, 
the only way to get tho exact range now, 
as formerly, is to sco whether tho first 
shot falls short or over and to move hor up 
a notch or let hor down, as the caso may 
require, 

Tho firing of this first shot releases the 
pent up tension of the preparations, which 
{s succoedod by a feyer of work,—Ex- 
change.

FEEDING PIGS. 


A good, thrifty pig, such as can be 
grown on a small farm where but few 
ave kept, is always in demand by the 
feeders and often ut a price above what 
afat pig will bring. One brood sow 
kept where she and her pigs can have 
exercise, prodncing two litters a year, 
sold at « hundred-pound weight “havy- 
ing consumed but little bought food, 
will often give the small farmer more 
profit than all the grain crops grown 
on the farm and sold on the market. 
The hundred pound shote can nearly 
always be sold above the price for 
fatted stock to the feeder. If the sow 
farrows two litters of good number 
each year, the pig at a hundved-pound 
weight has cost the farmer less than if 
sold at a heavier weight, provided he 
has made them do their best from 
birth. When the small farmer under- 
takes to grow pigs he should keep only 
such numbers as he can keep right. 
Pasture and other green products 
should coustitite a large part of their 
rations, During all the growing sea- 
son, and late in the fall, the garden can 
be made to contribute much to their 
thrift. Usually what the pigs will save 
of the garden products goes to waste 
because of neglect on the part of the 
farmer to gather it up and feed it. 
Theve are seyeral profits that the small 
farmer may save if he grows and cures 
his own pork instead of buying it at his 
grocer scounter., One point that should 
not be lost sight of in considering this 
matter is that the few pigs kept on a 
small farnr are less liable to disease 
than where kept in large numbers.

BROWN BREAD.

Advocates of brown bread being the 
most nutritive will be somewhat over- 
Whelmed by the latest report of a 
couple of German scientific experts on 
this subject. Two Jearned doctors in 
connection with the Military Academy 
Laboratory at Berlin have coneluded, 
as the result of searching investigation 
and experiment, that rye flour, to be 
as digestible as wheat ‘flour must be 
just as free fiom offal The German 
army is provided with bread made from 
a mixture of rye flour andavheat flour. 
Experiments have shown that in nu- 
ous qualities it isnot up to the

when a fusilade from tho Olympia sent 
one to the bottom, with all on board, and 
riddled the other. Tho second boat was 
later found turned up on the beach coy- 
ered with blood. 

In the second fight the Baltimore was 
sept to silence the fort at Cavite. Sho 
plunged into a cloud of smoke and open- 
ed all her batteries on the fortifications. 

In a very few minutes a shell struck 
the ammunition and the fort blew up 
with a deafening roar. 

In taking possession of the land forts, 
several hundred wounded Spaniards fell 
into the hands of the Americans, and 
nearly 200 dead were accounted for on 
the spot. 

The Spanish loss footed up 400 killed, 
600 wounded and a property loss of any- 
whore from $6,000,600 to $10,000,000,

mont,a board of treasury being provided 
to tuke chargo of tho new nation’s finances. 
Soon after this board of treasury was or- 
ganized, on April 1, 1776, the treasurer's 
oftice was instituted, and two weeks later 
the first entry was made on the blotter of 
tho set mentioned above, and the keeping 
of the first books containing records of the 
United States treasury department was 
begun, although the department at that 
time was unheard of. It was not until 
Sept. 2, 1789, or over 13 years after the 
board of treasury and tho United States 
trousurer’s office were instituted, that the 
presont United States treasury depart- 
ment was created, with Alexander Hamil- 
ton of New York as thd secrotary of the 
treasury, Nicholas Eyeleigh of South Car- 
olina first comptroller, Oliver Wolcott, Jr., 
of Connecticut first auditor, Samuel 
Moredith of Pennsylyania treasurer and 


. Joseph Nourse of Virginia register. These 


wero the original officers ard bureaus of 
the treasury departinent, but from time to 
tino, beginning in 1816, other offices or 
burqpus were added as tho exigencies of 
tho public service in financial matters re- 
quired. . 

One interesting phase of the accounts 
shown by these books is that of the uncer- 
tulnty asto location of the headquarters of 
the continental congress and Uncle Sam’s 
money box. The dates and headings of 
yarious entries show that the government 
of the republic was compelled to move 
about from place to place pretty lively, 
sometimes a remarkably long jumpin a 
remarkably short space of time, to escape 
British interference with the way in 
which our forefathers thought the affairs 
of this country should be handled. Phila- 
delphia finally became the home of the 
books at the close of the Revolution and 
continued so until 1800, when the general 
government was moved to the new capital 
provided for iton the banks of the Po- 
tomac river in the District of Columbia. 

The blotter or wastebook is, of course, 
much more interesting than the other 
books in the set on account of the details 
that are set forth on its pages. The writ- 
ing on it is not nearly so good as that in 
the journal or ledger, but it is legible 
and, as in the other books, remarkably 
well preserved. 

The first entry in this book was made, 
as stated, April 16, 1776, and this is the 
first entry, of course, in both journal and 
ledger. It isan item of certain moneys 
paid to James Warren, paymaster general 
of the United States army. In the ledger 
and journal the writing is beautifully 
done, while the paper and ink are remark- 
ably well preserved. Tho paper had no 
lines on itat that time, and the bookkeeper 
was compelled to do hisown ruling, but 
bis work bears a close inspection and 
would pass for machine ruling ata cursory 
examination. Nearly all the prominent 
men of the period of the Revolution are 
mentioned in both ledger and journal, 
aud many interesting items are to be 
found opposite their names. One highly 
interesting entry is that of the lottery con- 
ducted by the United States government 
in 1791. 

‘The accounts of George Washington are 
all entered in these books in due shape, 
and are always items of money paid on his 
demand, Washington would receive no 
stated snlary for his services to the gov- 
ernment, but stipulated that he should 
submit from time to time statements of ex- 
penses, as occasion should arise, for which 
he felt sure that the government would re- 
imburse him, and these entries are to nc- 
count for the demands he made during 
the Revolutionary period. Of course when 
he became president his salary became 
fixed.—Philadelpbia Times. 


To Cut Glass, 

To cut letters out of glass is nutso diffi- 
cult an operation as the amateur glazicr 
may be led to think. ‘To conduct it suc- 
cossfully, first, with a Little paint, mark 
out the shape of the letters upon the sheot 
of glass; then heata pleco of thin tron 
wire until redhot and with it draw over 
all the outlines of the letters, Lhe con- 
cluding item, should the glass letters not 
immediately separate’ themselyes from 
tholr surroundings, is to carefully dip the 
sheet in a wide bath of cold water. The 
lotters will thon dotach themselyes with- 
out splintering. —Exchange.

THE CARE OF CATS. 


Kinds of Food That Should Be Given to 
Them—Treatment When Sick. 


“Cats are by no means us hardy as is 
suggested by the old adage that each cat 
has nine lives,’’ remarked a veterinarian 
who makes a specialty of treating sick 
cats. ‘But there is no reason why, with 
proper care, a pet cat should nop live toa 
very green old age. Cats should be fed 
regularly and at least twice a day. Bread 
and milk or oatmeal porridge and milk, 
the milk having a little hot water and a 
trifle of sugar added to it in chilly weath- 
er, should constitute their breakfast, 
Bread and broth with a little cooked meat 
js quite sufficient for their dinner. A lit- 
tle fresh fish may be given occasionally 
and now and then a morsel of uncooked 
liver and meat, care being taken to re- 
moye all fat. Any vegetable for which 
the cat shows a fondness \may be given 
with discretion, 

“Remember to see that a cat always has 
access to a plenty of fresh water and fresh 
grass, grass being a genuine panacea for 
all its minor troubles. The diseases of 
cats include sore throat, bronchitis, pneu- 
monia and consumption, which are espe- 
cially prevalent among them, as they are 
very susceptible to dampness. One of the 
first symptoms of illness is a rough and 
untidy coat. If this be accompanied by 
restlessness and languor, it is safe to ad- 
minister a dose of castor oil and provide 
the cat with a sheltered piace until the 
effect has worn off. 

“Where the presence of any kind of 
poison is suspected prompt and energetic 
action is necessary. A liberal dose of luke- 
Warm water slightly salted gonerally has 
a good effect, but it is safest to give at 
once sweet oil or melted lard. After such 
an experience a course of cod liver oil is 
advised, with a generous dict. A little 
powdered sulphur mado into a paste with 
lard or unsalted butter and smeared upon 
the front paws is an excellent thing to 
keep a cat in good condition, but care 
should be taken to keep it from ull expo- 
sure to dampness until the effects of the 
dose disappear, 

“Nover scold, frighten or shake a siok 
cat, It matters not how cross they may 
be at first, they soon come to understand 
the treatment is for thelr own comfort and 
will quietly submit after a short while, 
Care must be taken to guard against their 
bite, however, as the bite of a cat is al- 
ways a serious thing. In giving medicine 
the sick animal should be rolled in a sheet, 
its paws at its sido, the mouth pressed 
open anda bitof wood laid across the low- 
er jaw just behind the eyoteeth.’’—New

The surgeon to one of the regiments— 
now a peacofaul physician—lately the 
writer the following skoteby but renliati 
necount of it: 

“In tho first place, it was frightfully 
hot, and as tho march began to tell the 
mon began tostrip. Each man had bis 
haversack with rations. These wont first, 
thon their coats, and so on, until by the 
time they got to the scene of action they 
looked anything bat military. They were 
a pretty soraygly lot anyway. Thero were 
ditches along the road filled with slimy

writer, nnd the ignorant fools would fling 
themselves down on their bellies in the 
dirt and drink of those fetid pools. Bah} 
Tbink of it! Of course the result was any 
number of cases of diarrhea und dyson 
tery, tosay nothing of malaria and other 
fovors. 


“Woe bad no ambulance, 60 M. (his as-’ 


sistant surgeon) and I on the way out hac 
to belp ourselves to a horse and carriage 
belonging to a woman, who was prepar 
ing toescape with it We picked out o 
firmhouse that was well sheltered by 
woods from the enemy's fire, hid our am- 
bulance sotne way farther to the rear and 
luid out our instruments ready for work. 
‘The firing hud got to bo pretty lively by 
that time. Wo could hearthe cannon balls 
crashing through the woods and the rifle 
balls singing, and presently our first case 
came to us—on his own legs. He bad sun- 
stroke—sunstroke in the woods—for at 
that time our regiment had not got out 
from under cover of the trees. We were 
not surprised at the incident, however; we 
all knew that —— was a coward. 

“Well, after that there was another 
pause, and I said to M., ‘Let's go over and 
seo what G. Is doing.’ G. was surgeon to 
Duryee’s zouaves, the Fifth New York, 
and he had located his hospital right in 
the line of the enemy's fire. As we walked 
across the fields to it they must have seon 
us, but they let us get there. It was one 
of those southern shanties of wood with a 
brick chimney built on outside from the 
ground up. In the angle of this chimney 
We noticed as we approached ita man, one 
of our men, crouching, and just then 
along came a cannon ball through the 
house, through the chimney and through 
him. 

“Inside the house we found G. about to 
operate on a poor devil who bad been 
brought in with a shattered arm. G. was 
as white as a sheet at the prospect. He 
Was protty greep and probably had neyer 
operated before. The moment bo saw me 
he looked relieved. ‘Here, doctor,’ he said, 
‘you finish this operation.’. And he hand- 
ed me the instruments. So M. and I set 
to work and did the job for him. 

“Later on that day we strolled up 
through the woods toward the fighting. 
Both the Confederates and our men fought 
most of that battle under cover. The Con- 
federates were well posted, with the Black 
river in front of them and their batteries 
masked by trees. We had only a miserable 
little howitzer to oppose them, but Lieu- 
tenant Greble, a brave young West Point- 
er, was in command of it, and he had ad- 
vanced it right out into the open, and 
with his little squad of men he was stand- 
ing there full in the face of the Confeder- 
ate batteries and blazing away at thein as 
fast as he could load. Just as wo came in 
sight of hiin a ball hit him in the forehead 
and carried away the top of his head. Of 
course hoe dropped like a stone, 

“Well, our lieutenant colonel’s sun- 
stroke was not the only casualty of tho 
kind that the day brought forth in our 
regiment. Our major was attacked with 
dysentery, and it wasn't the ditch water 
in his case, eithor, for he wasn’t a water 
drinker. He fell tothe rear and joined 
the lieutenant colonel, and the two togeth- 
er found my ambulance and confiscated it 
in their turn and drove back to Hampton, 
loading as they ran with plunder from 
the houses along the way, lace curtains, 
bric-a-brac, silver—whatever they could 
lay their hands on and get into my sick 
cart. 

“Ben Butler, who was in command of 
the forces ubout Fortress Monroe at the 
time, had just promulgated his ‘contra- 
band of war’ decision, and, zounds, if they 
didn’t meet him face to face! 

“Why, how’s this, gentlemen’ ho said. 
‘The battle over?’ And while they were 
homming and hawing for an excuse he 
lifted the cover that they had thrown over 
tholr booty. Woll, of course that finishod 
them. ‘hey were given the opportunity 
to resign that night, and tho nextday they 
left for home. 

"As a matter of fact, overybody ran 
away from that battle; only most of usdid 
it more decently. We ran back to camp 
and the Confederates back to Yorktown.”

COMMITS SUICIDE. 
TRAGIC DEATH OF ¥ 


H. SIMA,

weeks, with apparently good results, 
He returned home last week but was 
not long here until he again became 
despondent. He was out to church on 
Sunday and attended the vervices at 
the West End Mission in the afternoon 
and evening. On Monday morning he 
went to work at the door factory, but 
only remained a short time when he 
quit his post. He then proceeded to 
the post-office talking with several 
friends wkom he met on his way. He

went to Stafford’s hardware store 
where he purchased a thirty-two cali- 
bre revolver and a box of cartridge. 
He then went to his home on Mill 
street where he remained a short time. 
Leaving the house he went up Mill 
street to a field near Maple avenue 
where he tested the revolver by firings 
a couple of shots, Returning home he 
passed out by the k of the house, 
speaking in a cheerful way to the 
woman who was washing at thekitchen 
door, A few moments after the report 
of a revolver was heard. Mrs. Sims 
went outside and quickly observed 
what had happened, An alarm was 
given and Dr. Hicks was summoned, 
It was found that the shot had entered 
the right temple, passed through the 
base of the brain and emerged at the 
left temple, the brains and blood ooz- 
ing from the wounds. He was still 
alive but death ensued ing. few min- 
utes, It is needlessto add that Mrs, 
Sims and Mrs. Anderson her mother 
were completely prostrated by the 
awful calamity. 

The deceased, who was fifty-three 
years of age, was a native of Bristol, 
England, and came to Canada in 1870. 
After spending some years at Ham- 
ilton, Wolfe Island and Belleville, he 
came to Desevonto about twenty years 
ago. Here he made his home ever 
since, filling the responsible position of 
shipping clerk inthe sash and door 
factory of the Rathbun Company, and 
proviog himself capable and reliable 
in the discharge of all his duties. He 
Was quiet aud uoobtrusivein manner 
and a favorite with all classes. He 
was un intelligent man and fond of 
books aod music. He was a member 
of the Presbyterian church and an 
elder in the Church of the Redeemer, 
always taking an interest in its welfare, 
He taught for mavy years in the Sab- 
bath school. Of late he gave much 
time and attention to the West Eud 
Mission of which he was_ treasurer. 
He also taught the mens’ Bible class 
and did much to advance the work of 
the mission. He wasa charter mem- 
ber of United Empire lodge, No. 125, 
Sons of England, and was at the time of 
his death treasurer of the lodge. He 
was also a charter member of Quinte 
‘lodge No. 215, A. O. U. W.and was 
for many years its efficient recorder. 
He wasialso a member of Deseronto 
Council, No. 141, C.O. C. F. He was a 
Conservative in politics. He is sur- 
vived by his second wife. His first 
wife died in 1888, and his soa Fred in 
1891. He has three sisters and two 
brothers, all residing in Bristol, Eog- 
land. 


‘THE INQUEST. 


Dr. Hicks, Coroner, haviog communi- 
cated with the couuty atorney, decided 
to hold an inquest. A jury was 
summoned and several persons gave 
evidence. Dr. Vandervoort testified 
to treating Mr. Sims as a patient for 
some time and that he had been 
suffering from severe nervous prostra- 
tion and consequent despondency. Mr. 
Stafford told of the purchase of the 
revolver, aud Mrs. Culbertson of having 
seen him fire his’ revolver at Maple 
aveoue, Others narrated conversations 
with the deceased. The jury brought 
ina verdict to the effect. that while 
suffering from melancholia the deceas- 
ed had committed suicide by shooting 
himself with a revolver, 

THE FUNERAL, 

The funeral took place on Wednes- 
day ut 2 pm, A large number of 
frieods atteuded for the purpose of pay- 
ing the last tribute of respect. The 
obsequies were under the direction of 
United Empire Lodge, Sons of Eogland 
Religious services were cooducted at 
the house by Rey.

In tho firstten years 
thero were 100, in the Jast ten 164—which, 
though actually more, is In proportion to 
the population, less than in tho first ten, 
as the population doubled between 1837 
and 1894. The largest number in any ono 
of these years was jn 1877, when there 
wore 28, and the smallest in 1871, whon

LONDON’S ATMOSPHERE. 


Most Pecullar Aerial Composition of Any 
City In the World. 


Only by degrees are the marvelous qual- 
ities of our London atmosphere becoming 
known. No city in the world can boast 
such a peculiar acrial composition as that 
which the inbabitants of the metropolis 
haye served to them daily and nightly, 
without money and without price, for 
Neither the government, county council, 
nor vostrics have yet attempted to tax tho 
| bighly nutritive air which we bresthe. 
| Most people think that our atmosphere 


consists of practically nothing. . Quitea 
mistake. Itis both meat and drink. A 
paper contributed to the **ransactions”’ 
of the British Institute of Preventive 
Medicine states that even in a suburb tho 
dust particles number 20,000 per cubic 
centimeter in the open air and 44,000 ina 
quiet room, while in the city—O fortu- 
patos nimium!—the totals per cubic cen- 
timeter were 500,000 when taken from a 
roof, 300,000 in a court and about 400,000 
ina room, In other words, the air of the 
square mile is 900 per cent thicker than 
In the suburbs, which is in accord with 
the general experience that fogs are both 
morg dense and more frequent over the 
center than in the outskirts. But what is 
especially interesting is to learn that al- 
though dust is the great carrier of micro 
organisms, thero is only one of these arti- 
cles per 38,000,000 atoms of dust. Thus it 
| is calculated a man could live in the me- 
| tropolis for 70 years and only absorb 25,- 
000,000 microbes into his systom from the 
air, or about the same numberas he drinks 
in half a pint of unboiled milk. Of course 
' thoro are other serious objections to dust, 
I but it is something to know that there is 
only one microbe to many millions of 
motes.—London Telegraph.

Ottawa, June 19.—In view of the uv- 
settled condition of the money market 
In consequence of the Spanish war, 
the Hon. Mr. Fielding, Minister of 
Finance, has decided to postpone the 

roposed veduction of savings bank 
interest until Oct. 1. If the state of 
the money market is then favorable 
the reduction will take effect on that 
date, andin that event arrangements 
will be made to provide a three per- 
cent investment for such of the small 
depositor: desire to avail themselves 
of the privilege.

As often as not ho 
will leave all of the'truck in his chest be- 
hind, for there is nobody answering to the 
charactor of the bumboat man to help him 
in gotting away. Ho will always wait for 
poy day, so «3 to have a few dollars for 
immediate expenses, Then ho quiotly 
walks to the railroad station and puts as 
muny miles between himself and the post 
he has quit as his money will carry him. 
By the time ho bas reached the station his 
bunkies have swooped down upon his 
chest and looted it of qverything of value, 
for the deserter has told them of his inton- 
tion to go and has left explicit directions 
as to the distribution of his gear. He does 
not hand it around before going, because 
by doing so he might exoite the suspicion 
of the first sergoant, who generally has a 
keen oye in such matters. When the first 
sergeant does begin to grow suspicious 
and looks through the chest of the absent 
man, he finds probably an old worn out 
pair of trousers and a battered campaign 
Dat. 

“Where is this: man’s gear?’ he asks all 
hands lying around in their bunks in the 
quarters. Nobody knows, 

“Guess he took it with him,”’ they reply 
and turn over, That is all the satisfaction 
a first sergeant ever gets in such cases. 

Not many years ago a recruit at Dayids 
Island (now Fort Slocum), N. Y., re- 
ceived word that his mother was dying in 
a little town in New Jersey. He showed 
the captain of his couwpany the letter and 
asked for leave of absence long enough to 
go to his mother’s bedside. he captain, 
who feared that the telegram was bogus, 
declined to let the recruit go. The recruit 
appealed te the commanding officer, wha 
refused to let him go on tho same ground. 
So in tho middle of winter the recruit 
swam the heayy tide that runs between 
Dayids Island and New Rochelle and 
made his way to the bedside of bis mother 
in time to close her eyes. She had hardly 
died before a squad of soldiers from Davids 
Island came to the house after the doserter. 
The recruit empticd two charges of buck- 
shot into the squad, fortunately killing 
none of them, but ho was taken, The 
young man's punishinent was light. 

Until about six years ago the military 
authorities paid $60 for the apprehension 
of adeserter. Asa result of this system 
there arose in fhe immediate vicinity of 
large military posts a class of men known 
in tho army yernacular as “hounds,” 
clothed with the rights of special officers, 
who mado a business of apprehending army 
deserters for the $60 reward. ‘hose mon 
very rarely failed to gather in their prey, 
eyen if they very often succeeded in doing 
60 only at the pricuof broken heads or 
worse injuries. ‘They gained not only the 
hatred of the enlisted men, but of the offi- 
cers as well, for upon every deserter 
brought in a general court martial had to 
be held, and the mon with the shoulder 
straps, who are almost a unit in dospising 
general court martiak duty, found thot 
they were compelled to bo almost con- 
stantly arrayed in their full dress clothes 
48 members of courts and were loaded 
down with work besides. It was with 
these considerations in mind that the war 
departinont reduced the blood money for 
the capture of dosertors to $10, the present 
figure.

CLIMATE NOT CHANGING. 
Why the “Oldest Inhabitant’s” View Can- 
not Be Depevded Upon. 

A correspondent in Northfield, Mass., 
desires our opinion on the question: Wore 
the wintors of 50 or 75 yoars ago much 
colder or were the snowfalls deeper than 
af present? The opinion is widely held 
that the winters were colder and the snow- 
falls deeper, but I can find nothing to 
warrant the bellef except that in the first 
part of the century o much larger percent- 
age of the population lived in the hill 
towns or in tho interior, which are both 
colder than the yalloy or the coast towns.” 

On the ,general question as to appreci- 
able changes in climate the editor's opin- 
jon is that thore has been no such change 
‘n apy respect whatever so far as motcor- 
vlogy proper is concerned, If we divide 
our records of the weather recorded in 
North America since the days of Colum- 
bus into two perlods—viz, before and after 
the year 1800—we shall find that every 
pecullarity, such as remarkable storms, 
winds, rains, floods, frosts, ete., recorded 
in the current century can be matched by 
A corresponding remarkable eyent before 
the year 1800. The popidar iinpressions 
alluded to by our correspondent result al- 
most entirely from the imperfections of 
our records and especially of our mem- 
ories. ‘here is a lurge class of persons 
whoso habits of tought are so crude that 
when they experience any yory remuark- 
able weather they jump to the conclusion 
that the climate has changed, forgetting 
that they themselves haye had such a lim- 
ited personal experience that they are not 
fair judges of the weather over the whole 
country or of the climate of a century. 

Ourcorrespdndent seoms to suggest that 
a certain change in the habits of the peo- 
ple, such as the removal from the interior 
to the coast or from forests to prairies, or 
from country or city, or vice versa, will 
partly account for widespread errors in re- 
spect to the climate, ‘The suggestion is 
excellent, but the editor would be inclined 
to interpret the phenomenon somewhat 
differently. he genoral movement of the 
population in the past century has beon 
from the Atlantic states westward, and 
from the country to the city, or quite op- 
vosite to the movement suggested by our 
correspondent. In fact, we find no real 
agreement in the so called popular tradi- 
tions with rogard t» the weather. We have 
met with quite as many persons who 
think the winters are more soyero as with 
those who think the winters are less #e- 
yere than formerly. Everything seems to 
depend upon how and where tho ‘oldest 
inhabitant’ lived when ho was o boy as 
compared with his present condition, The 
average climate of New Englund so far as 
tho weathér is concerned has not appreci- 
ably changed since the days when her old- 
est forest troos woro young saplings, and 
that carrios us back nearly 600 years.— 
Professor Cleveland Abbe in Montbly 
Weather Roylew.

On two subsequent oc- 
casions this horse got away from purchas- 
ers who, notwithstanding the informa- 
tion my friend gaye of his past history, 
desired to possess him and returned from 
great distances to bis old homo, where be 
remained for the rest of his days, too 
cleyer to bé parted with. 


The Strathspey Reel. 


It may be that the frequent stone circles 
and isolated ‘standing stones’’ in Strath- 
spey do not speak so definitely of Druid- 
ical occupation as the guidebooks wouid 
have us believe; but, though we may find 
some other explanation of their origin, 
thelr hoary masses tell us that these straths 
were peopled in an age that has forgotten 
to leaye its history. That Fingal fought 
and Ossian sang here who can doubt 
when we know that the revealer of the 
Ossianic poems to a wondering modern 
world was a Spoysido Macpherson? 

Whether or not Ossian sang here, we are 
at the birthplace of the famous reel of 
Tulloch, in the land from which emanated 
the strange, wild music known to and 
Joved by thousands to whom Ossian is 
only aname. Right in the midst of the 
strath and facing the Blue mountain is 
Tullochgorum, belonging to a sept of the 
clan Grant, with whom tradition has as- 
soolated the peculiar musio named after 
the district. ‘he reel of Tulloch, how- 
ever, is said to haye been composed by a 
Macgregor who wedded a maid of ‘Tulloch 
and nad slain a number of her clansmen 
who opposed the match. The Strathspey 
reol, again, is said to haye been invented 
by the Cummings of Castle Grant, while 
the song of Tullochgorum (said rather ex- 
trayagantly by Burns to be the best Scotch 
song Scotland eyer saw) was written by 
an Episcopal olorgyman, the Rey. John 
Skinner of Longside, Aberdeenshire, to 
the old tune composed by tho Macgregor 
for the maid of Tulloch, —Chambers’ Jour- 
nal.

ARCHBISHOP OF ONTARIO. 
— 

In referrifig to the forthcoming cele- 
bration of the fiftieth anniversary of 
the ordination of the Right Rey. Dr. 
Lewis, Archbishop of Ontario, the 
Montreal Witness furnishes the fol- 
lowing particulars of His Grace's ca- 
reer: 

Dr. Lewis was born at Garrycloyne 
Castle, Cork, Ireland. He was ordain- 
eddeacon in Christ’s church, Cam- 
bridge, in July, 1848. He was made» 
priest in September, 1849. About two 
years later he came to Canada, where 
he was appointed to a mission at 
West-Hawkesbury. In 1854 he was 
appointed vector of St. Peter's church, 
Brockville Upon the division of the 
large diocese of Toronto, Dr, Lewis 
was élected by the unanimous vote of 
the clergy and laity as the first Bishop 
of Ontario, in 1861. In 1893 he was 
elevated to the dignity of Metropolitan 
of Canada, and in the following year 
became Archbishop. He is the author 
of many published charges and ser- 
mons as well as lectures and article: 
in the ‘Journal of Sacred Literatur 
London, and in the American Quart- 
erly Church Review.” At the com- 


mencement of his episcopate there were” 


only forty-four clergy in the diocese, 
but the number has since been in- 
creased to one hundred and thirty-five, 
and fifty-five mission clergy sre now 
pursuing their labours. In 1896 the 
diocese of Ontario was divided, a new 
see being created out of the easterly 
portion, which is now known as the 
diocese of Ottawa, having a resident 
bishop at the Federal capital. Arch- 
bishop Lewis remains bishop of the 
other portion of the old diocese, having 
his episcopal seat at Kingston, In 
addition to being an LL. D. of Trinity 
College, Dublin, the Archbishop is an 
honorary D, D. of Oxford, England, 
anda D; O, L. of both Trinity Univer 
sity, Toronto, and Bishop's University, 
Lennoxville. He is also the senior 
member of the corporation of ‘Trinity 
University, Toronto, He has attended 
all the Lambeth Conferences. He was 
twice married; first in 1851 to Annie 
Henrietta Marguerite, daughter of 
the Hon, Henry Sherwood, formerly 
Attorney-General of Upper Canada, 
and secondly, in 1889, to Ada Marie, 


daughter of Evan Leigh, of M nchest- 
ev, England. ‘This lady, previous to 
her marriage, founded the British 
American Homes for Young Women 


and Children, at Paris, and was honor. 
ary superintendent of them from 1872 
to’ 1889, She also built’ Christ church, 
Neuilly-Sur-Seine, France.

of them and throw them away. Itisalla 
matter of supplying the loather with the 
oil that is got from the animal in a nat- 
ural way when it was hide and untanned. 
If you will remember, tsnnic acid is used 
on the hide in preparing it for commerce, 
and that is very drying. Indeed, leather 
in which too much of it h-s been used can 
never bw made durable. It cracks and 
breaks in a little whild.

“Insist always that your bootblack shall 
use a slight quantity of oil when giving 
youashino.

No bootblack 
will do this unless you tell him, because 
the bootblack is about the most trifling 
humoen being that lives. It is bis idea al- 
Ways to get through the world witb as lit- 
tle trouble os possible to him, He hasan 
easy and lucrative way of making a liy- 
ing, and he does not propose to change it 
in any way unless you make hin. 

“After the oll and blacking have been 
put on seo that the final polishing is done 
with a piece of canton flannel. Brushea 
bave a tendency to roughen the leather, 
and the cloth works the oil into the shoe 
more perfectly. A shine of this kind ob- 
tained from a competent man will Jast 
two days and look well at the end of the 
second day in dry weather.’’—Chicago 
Times-Herald.

Late in the afternoon the body was 
indentified as that of Phillippo Forestino, 
a strolling Italian musician, “he trunk 
in which the body was found has been 
identified by a city trunk dealer as one 
sold by him Monday morning to an 
Itallan, The crime therefore must have 
been committed that afternoon or night. 
The weights attached to the trunk by the 
murderer or murderers were not heavy 
enough to prevent its floating.
